FLAMMARION'S LATEST DISCOV- 
ERY. 

The Associated Press dispatches un- 
der date of Nov. 11th announce a ca- 
ble message from the European Union 
Astronomers to Messrs. Chandler and 
Ritchie that the French astronomer, 
Flammarion, on the night of Novem- 
ber 10, observed the Martian Oasis, tri- 
vium charontis to be doubled. 

Camille Flammarion is perhaps the 
living leading astronomer. He is a 
member of the Academic Francaise 
and holds prominent positions in other 
learned bodies. On the subject of Spir-

“T do not hesitate to affirm my con- 
viction, based on personal examina- 
tion of the subject, that any scientific 
man who declares the phenomena de- 
nominated as ‘magnetic’ ‘somnam- 
bulic.’ ‘mediamic,’ and others not yet 
explained py science to be 'impossi- 
hle.’ is one who sneaks without know- 
ing what he is talking about: and also 
any man accustomed. by his profes- 
sional avocations. to scientific observa- 
tions—provided that his mind be not 
Hiased hy preconceived opinions. nor 
his mental vision blinded by the op- 
posite kind cf illusion. unhanpilv too 
common in he learned world. which 
consists in imagining that the laws of 
nature are already known to us, and 
that evervth'ng which appears to over- 
step the limi of our present formulas 
is imnossihle—mav  acanire a radical 
and absolnte certainty of the reality of 
the facts allnded to.”
